Later Mr. Swartz, 
who last week su cceeded in o btain­ 
ing a canvass of the Dixon Civic 
Band fu nds for the past year, read 
a lengthy report of

which was promptly tabled withou t 
action being taken. The three gu est 
speakers had conclu ded their re­ 
marks when the heated discu ssion 
took place. 
Charges of tax evasion 
were hu rled at Mr. Swartz by As­ 
sessor George Fru in. 
State's Attorney 
Edward 
Jones 
was the first speaker of the eve­ 
ning and in his remarks, warned 
the officers and members of the 
Taxpayers Association against the 
injection of radicalism and Com­ 
mu nism in their 
program, which 
had for one of its pu rpose the su g­ 
gestion of governmental changes. 
Defends Co. Officials 
‘ Su ch an organization as this if 
properly directed and fu nctioning, 
is a profitable organization, as 
I 
view it. 
I believe th a t to redu ce 
taxes in Lee o r 
any o ther cou nty, 
th a t the work shou ld start in the 
township. 
The pu blic officials do 
not need to be kept tab on. 
P a r­ 
ticu larly is this tru e in Lee cou nty, 
where in my opinion, every cou nty 
officer earns his salary and is ao- 
ing his du ty.

New proposals to help stabilize

When Gov J ohn G. Wina nt of New Ha mpshire decla red 
the other da y tha t men w ho a ttempt to block mea sures foi 
the public good in times like these a re guilty of trea son, 
he uttered a n a xiom w it h which pra ctica lly every body w ill 
a gree. 
The only thing tha t complica tes ma tters is tha t it is so 
ha rd to get men to a gree on precisely which mea sures a re 
for the public good a nd which ones a re not. 
Governor Wina nt, of course, rea lizes this a s well a s a ny 
ma n. 
His chief point wa s tha t the economic depression 
lia s brought the na tion problems a s critica l a s those of 
World Wa r da y s, if not more so, a nd tha t pa rty polities 
should be disrega rded, a s fa r a s possible, in seeking a solu 
tion. 
But it isn’t a ll quite a s simple a s we should like to ha ve 
it. 
In the na tiona l ca pitol a t Wa shington, in the 48 sta te 
ca pitols, in the city ha lls of countless municipa lities there 
a re uncounted public serva nts who ha ve a very s i n c e r e 
a nd ea rnest wish to do wha tever ma y be necessa ry to get 
the na tion ba ck on its feet. 
The genera l level of pa triot­ 
ism a nd intelligence a mong these men is proba bly a good 
cea l higher tha n the ordina ry citizen rea lizes. 
And y et, so fa r, they ha ve not been a ble to a gree on a ny 
broa d pla tform to lift us out of our troubles.

Kelley, in asking dismissal of the

(Written for The Associated Press) 
T he personalities th a t we h°v<* 
are largely the result of our child­ 
hood experiences. 
W hether we are witty, 
poetic, 
dreamy, persistent, m atter-of-fact, 
dominating, easy-going, easily led, 
nervous or steady is largely d e ter­ 
mined 
in the early years 
ot our 
lives. 
These traits usually were though t 
to ix* inherited from our fathers 
and mothers, but they are more 
truly th e result of the association 
with them and al o with our play­ 
mates and other childhood asso­ 
ciates. 
Hence the Im portance of early 
training 
and 
education, 
for 
the 
kind 
and 
q uality of people 
we 
shall have in the next generation 
in our nation depends on w hat we 


do with the children of today. 
D angers To Be W atched 
T he life of the m odern child is 
different from w hat is was in early 
times in two respects. He grows 
up in cities and usually in a small 
family often w ithout any brothers 
or sisters. 
T h r e are dangers, for the m a n­ 
ner of city life is often not good 
for the tem peram ent of children 
nd freq uently too restricted asso­ 
ciation with affectional adults or 
the neglect of absent parents is 
not a healthy influence.

an influence on child life as it is

T he realization of the dangers of 
childhood is in a sense a promise.

T axpayers should not th a t under 
the revenue act of 1932 
the credit 
for dependents as well as the per­ 
sonal exemption is req uired

prorated w here a change of 
status 
occurs during th e taxable year.

fractional pa rt of a m onth is to oe 
disregarded 
unless it am ount 
to 
more th a n half a m onth, in which 
case it is considered a m onth. 
F or example, a single m an a nd a 
single woman who were m arried on 
July 20, 1932, 
and 
were living to­ 
gether on the last day of the ta x­ 
able year m ay file a joint return 
and would be entitled to a personal 
exem ption of $2,208.34.

7-12 of $1,000 for
